ERA CRUZ, Dec. 10,—The attack’

noon today. The rebels were ad- 
vancing on the city from various 
points. The United States battleship 
Louisiana has been ordered to Tam- 
pico and will leave Vera Cruz tonight. 
Up to a late hour tonight no details 
of the attack had been received and 
it was considered probable that the 
rebel advance on the oity was in the 
nature of a feint. 

A messenger from Gen. Villareal, 
the rebel commander, reached the 
American Consulate in Tampico last 
night with the information that 4000 
rebels commanded by Gens. Villareal 
and Castro were approaching the city. 
The rebel advance guard, it was said, 
was at Laguna Puerite, nine miles 
from Tampicd. 

Gen. Villareal declared his inten- 
tion of assaulting the city with the 
least possible delay. He said he had 
given his followers strict orders to 
refrain as far as possibie from de- 
struction of property and to protect 
the lives of foreigners, but he feared 
they were gravely fimperilled in the 
attack on the city and the consequent 
fighting in the streets. For this rea- 
son he earnestly r the Ameri- 
can authorities to immediate 
steps to. remove all foreign residents 
from the place, 

Up to the time of the dispatch of 
Constl Miller's advices no definite 
action had .been taken on this re 
quest but Rear-Admiral Fletcher, 
commander of the United States fleet, 
had made preparations to take all for- 
eigners on board his vessel at a mo- 
ment'’s notice and to land marines if 
it appeared advisable.

Articles of antiquity must be 160 
years old to enter this country free 
of duty. DicKens was born in 1812, 
thore than 100 years ago, and it has 
been argued that for this reason the 
hair should Be admitted duty free, 
even though the lock was cut in later 
life.. The customhouse officials main- 
tain, however, that the lock is not 
yet an antiquity and must pay the 
regular duty on hair, 25 per cent. of 
its value.

and to have the hair returned to the

Nearly all 
the oranges of the valley are of 
the Washington navel variety, but 
growers are seriously considering the 
planting of some more hardy variety, 
with a heavier yield, though to be 
sold at lower prices.

GARCIA GUILTY. 


In the Superior Court. Francisco 
Garcia has been found gullty of mur- 
der in the first degree, with punish- 
ment fixed by the jury at death. 
Garcia's crime was the murder of Of- 
ficer Charlies Harris tn the railroad 
yards on the night of July 6. The 
officer was etabbed while in the dis- 
charge of his @uty. Garcia main- 
tained an insolent demeanor through- 
out the trial. He is generally de- 
scribed as a “Gude Mexican,” who 
dressed tn fine raiment and lived well, 
without visible means of support.

He contended that 
Congress believed: the average man 
had an acquaintance with acetanilid.

FAILURE THREATENING 


STATE HIGHWAY PLANS. 


Splendid Undertaking to B 


Trunk Lines Between 


Exposition Cities by 1915 Appears Doomed Through 
Apathy of Chambers of Commerce and Inadequate 
Support Given to the Commissioners 5 


NE of the greatest attractions that 

California might offer to the mil- 

lions of her guests in 1915 is se- 
riously threatened with failure. Long 
ago far-sighted men with the interests 
of the State at heart were convinced 
that one of the most impressive show- 
ings during exposition year would be 
the two great State highway trunk 
lines connecting the exposition cities 
and having Los Angeles as the pivotal 
point. Having these level boulevards, 
smooth as a city street, the invitation 
might be extended to people in all 
parts of the world to come to Califor- 
nig in 1915 and bring their automio- 
biles. 

The pleasure of seeing the wonders 
of California and of the expositions 
would be enhanced, it was pointed 
out, by the ability to travel back and 
forth over the most beautiful high- 
ways in the country. Along the coast 
by one of the trunk lines extend many 
miles of grandly beautiful scenery. 
The central trunk line, no less beau- 
tiful, offers an attractive vista of ag- 
ricultural development, possible no- 
where else except in this State. Much 
was hoped for from these important 
sections of the State highway system, 
and advertising of incalculable value 
was regarded as practically certain. 

Now, because the people most in- 
terested, county officers, chambers of 
commerce, boosting clubs and other 
jorganizations, have shown an apathetic 
lack of interest, there appears prac- 
tically no hope that even one of the 
lines can be bullt. 

GREAT OPPORTUNITY. 

When the people of the State voted 
to spend $18,000,000 on a system of 
State highways, they did so with the 
realization that the roads would be a 
tremendously valuable asset to Cal- 
tfornta and a good investment. Coun- 
ties at once undertook plans of lateral! 
or connecting highways aggregating 
even more. A great plan for a $40,- 
000,000 highway system to supplement 
the good roads already constructed 
was avuepiciousiy launched with an 


able board of State Highway Com- 
missioners to direct it. 

Some money was spent in necessary 
surveys and in bullding comparatively 
short stretches of highway at different 
pointa Then came the financial 
stringency throughout the country, 
and it became evident that the fre- 
mainder of the bonds could not be 
sold in the open market. 

The commission then adopted a 
policy of building highway sections in 
those counties or communities that 
were able and willing to float some of 
the bonds. This policy has been main- 
tained and the amount derived from 
the sale of each block of bonds has 
been apportioned according to the de-

O VERDICT was reached last 
N nent by the jury In elther the Dr. 

John Grant Lyman case or the 
Cleveland Of! Company case in the 
Federal courts. Both juries were 
locked up for the night, that in the 
Lyman case at 9 o'clock, right after 
dinner, and the other at 10:20 o'clock. 

A significant request was made by 
the Lyman jury at 6:45 o'clock for 
special instructions upon: the question 
of intent relating to letters. 

After half an hour passed in their 
preparation, Judge Welljorn delivered 
additional instructions, to the effect 
that if the letters were not mailed 
with fraudulent intent, no crime was 
committed; but that if the jury found 
that such intent existed at the time 
of mailing any one of the letters, the 
defendanj is guilty on that count. 

The nerve that has marked the daily 
appearance of Lyman was strangely 
missing yesterday, when the crux of 
the long ordeal was reached. 

During a trial, continuing almost 
two months, he had been bright and 
chipper, no matter what the character 
of the testimony against him, but with 
everything done but the charge of the 
court and the deliberations of the 
jury, he had a disturbed look. 

He ate no breakfast at the County

EDLANDS, Dec. 10.—The applica-| 
tion of the Coachella Ice and 
Electric Company to build an 
electric power transmission line from 
Banning to Bl Centro, to build a sub- 
station and distribution system at 
Coachella and issue $300,000 of bonds 


for building the Coachella plant, was| ° 


heard at the City Hall this morning 
by State Rallroad Commissioner Max 
Thelan. Judging from the remark 
made by Mr. Thelan at the conclu- 
sion of the hearing, there is little 
Goubt that the application will be 
granted. Speaking of W. F. Holt, 
president of the Holton Power Com- 
pany, who represented the Coachella 
Tee and Electric Company at the 
hearing, he said: 

“Hearing the applications that are 


made to us from time to time by Mr. 
Holt ts @ matter of form. We 


ike principles.” 

The Coachella Sen pe Electric 
Company wishes to build a transmis- 
sion line carrying 5000-horse power, 
or 56,000 volts, from Banning to EF! 
Centro, connecting with the Southern 
Sierras Power Company's high tension 
line from San Bernardino at Banning. 
The current, according to the forty- 
three-year contract between two 
is to be bought from the 
erras Power Company for 
1 cent a kilowatt. The Coachella Ice 
and Electric Company will sell the 
power so purchased to the Holton 
Power Company in the Imperial Val- 
ley for 3 cents a kilowatt. 

By this means, according to Mr. 
Helt, the people of the Coachella and 
Imperial valleys will be able to get 
electric power cheaper than the Holt 
companies could afford to manufac- 
ture and sell it for at their t 
planta, es well as obtain a more 
tain service. With the Holt')n Power 
Company's gas engine power plants 
at El Centro it has been costing 32% 
cents a kilowatt to manufacture elec- 

tricity at the hydro-electric 
plant at Holtville 1 cent a kilowatt. 

Speaking of the demand for power 
he said that last year’s business had 
increased 60 per cent. and that the 
business of the year before was 40 per 
cent. more than the year previous. As 
to the Holton Power Company, he 
said it had paid a netincome of $40,- 
600 last year. He referred to the fact 
that 90,000 oores of land in the north 

end of al county, 46,000 acres 
of it Southern Pacific jand. and the 
rest government land, is now being 
opened up for settlement by the con- 
struction of an irrigation system. He 


said that the object in getting the 
power was not to reach other dis- 
tricts s0 much as to sup districts 
the present distri ays- 


The estimated cost of the sub-sta- 
tion in the Coachell Vaalley is $11,- 
000; of the distribution $58,- 
00, and 
$211,887. 

The value of the present t ice plant 
in the Coachella Valley is $70,000. 
Commissioner Thelan took advantage 
of the opportunity to obtain from Mr. 
Holt information about the cost of 
making ice. Mr. Holt said that, ow-
